cease to remember the long abject condition

No degraded race of men was 
ever yet satisfied with being raised to a ,foot­ 
ing cl equality. 
T hey never lee! that equal­ 
ity, uor believe it to be acknowledged by oth­ 
ers. 
T hey remain unsatisfied until they have 
gam ed an undisputed mastery ; aud every 
step they are advanced, instead o f exciting 
their gratitude, does but strengthen the hos­ 
tility of their spirit, by giving them a nearer 
prospect of triumph and revenge. 
I here are 
tow so infatuated as to believe that this rare 
of people can even be so incorporated into the 
mans of society, as to form one identical peo­ 
ple, freed from all traces of former distinc­ 
tion. 
N othing, indeed, but the most deprav­ 
ed taste, feelings and principles, can bring 
any man to wish for such a condition ot things.

converting them into freemen, to remain in 
the same country where they are held as 
staves. 
Such an experim ent would spread 
desolation over the country, and end only in 
tile final extermination o f those people them ­ 
selves, as well as in the destruction of great 
portions of the white population. 
Resolved, T hat, in the opinion o f this m eet­ 
ing, the only rational plan for meliorating the 
condition of the people o f color, is that winch

Resolved, T h at, w hether these opinions be 
correct or erroneous, it u certain that, i i i the 
people of tho slave-holding States, exclusive­ 
ly and solely, resides the right and Hie power 
of judging and deciding upon all questions 
aud concerns relating to slavery within their 
own respective limits ; and interference, or 
attem pt s t interference, with that right and 
power by the United States, or by others of 
th* individual Htatea, or sny of their citizens, 
would he an unwarrantable aet of aggression 
and hostility, which the offended and injured 
Slates would have a just right to resent, re ­ 
pel, and punish. T h e sovereign pow er of the 
people ut the respective {States, is only lim­ 
ited or qualified by the grant ol powers made 
by them to the federal governm ent. T h at so­ 
vereign power was not derived from 
vc rmiR iil on cai til. 
It was asserted 
ed, mid secured by the {States themselves, 
when they achieved their independence; aud, 
instead ut being interfered with, it ought to 
be held sacred : especially by the federal g o ­ 
vernment, created as it was, and by all tim 
people ut all the S tates in the Union. 
Resolved, T h at the obligations which, by 
the laws of nations, every independent Slate 
is under to all others, to restrain its own citi­ 
zens and all persons within its jurisdiction 
from acts ut aggression, mid from ult practi 
ces ami machination# affecting their welfare, 
ought to be most strongly tell, and most taitli- 
tully regarded and fulfilled by the States in 
this Union, bound together in harmony, as 
they are, by their ow n solemn compact. On 
such occasions, the warmest professions af 
sympathy, or the strongest expressions o f dis­ 
approbation of such practices, are no dis­ 
charge of that obligation. 
Resolved, T h at attempts, w hether direct or 
indirect, secret or open, aud by whatever 
means earned on, to render the slaves of the 
South discontented w all their lot— to inflame 


C onstitution of the United States so altered, 
ss to enable Congress to abolisn slavery in 
those S tates, willing or unwilling. This, they 
well know the stave-holding States, (which 
embrace more than two thirds of the whole 
territory of the United States,) will never 
submit to ; and thnt if the project should he
